The company 
has already secured control of the 
Alberta Flour Mills, Ltd., with a daily 


capacity of 10,000 barrels and is 
building a huge terminal elevator at 
Vancouver with a capacity of 2,000,- 
000 bushels and at a cost of $2,500,- 


The Alberta Pacific Grain Co. owns 
and controls 283 elevators, two-thirds 
of which are situated in this prov- 
ince and the remainder in Saskatche- 
wan with the exception of one or two 
in British Columbia. 

The company was organized in 1923 
to take over the interests of the Al- 
berta Pacific Elevator Company, 
Limited, with an authorizedcapital of 
$3,000,000, being equally divided 

between preferred and common stock, 
and $500,000 has been subscribed in 
each case, 

The consummation of the transac- 
tion involving the absorption of. the 
Alberta Pacific Grain Co. means the 
completion of the third and last link 
in the chain that promises to be the 
greatest private system engaged in 
the Western Canadian grain trade. 

The British company is now in a 
position to complete a big grain ex- 
port system. It will buy the desir- 
able milling what from the Alberta 
farmers, ship it through its Vancou- 
ver terminal to its old country mills 
lin the bottoms of its private fleet. In 
addition, it will operate in Calgary 
one of the largest mills ifthe coun- 
try. 

The purchase of elevators in Al- 
berta and other western provinces 
means the establishment of direct 
contact between the western farmer 
and the consumer in the Old Coun- 
try. Spillers operate the largest 
mills in the world, 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR 
LEOPOLD AND LOEB 


Chicago, Sept. 10.—Life imprison- 
ment was the punishment fixed today 
by Judge John R. Caverly upon 
Nathan Leopold, Junior, and Richard 
Loeb, confessed kidnappers and 
murderers of 14-year-old Bobby 
Franks. This was a complete victory 
for the defense. 

Youth was the controlling factor 
in Judge Caverly’s decision. He said 
no minor had ever been sentenced to 
death in Illinois, on a plea of guilty. 

“The court finds no mitigation in 
the crime itself in the defendants’ 
‘personalities or their antecedents,” 
said Judge Caverly. He then accept- 
ed “full responsibility for declining” 
}to impose the death penalty on per- 
sons who are not of full age.

MUNICIPALITIES TO BEAR HALF 
OF COST PROVIDING RELIEF 


Ottawa, Sept. 5—The unemploy- 
ment conference called by the federal 
government came to a close shortly 
before midnight with the adoption of 
recommendations for meeting condi- 
tions of unemployment throughout 
Canada. The report, which was draft- 
ed by a special committee appointed 
at Wednesday’s session, made the im- 
portant recommendations that emer- 
gency relief should be granted when, 
after full and careful consideration, 
it was found to be necessary. The ex- 
pense of such relief, it stated, should 
be borne by the federal, provincial 
and municipal authorities on the basis 
of 50 per cent, by the municipalities 
and 25 per cent. each by the province 
and the Dominion.

I have been asked to write an 
article on “Child Welfare” as I see it 
during my travels. 


Let me say that ther is in most 
of the Women’s Organisations a 
“Child Welfare Convenor” who 1 


presume has her co-workers. These 
ladies interest themselves in this 
work for their community, which I 
shan’t go into detail explaining, as 
each organisation would have its own 
method ‘of proceedure, of these I am 
not familiar, but I am going to alter 
the subject alotted to me somewhat, 
As a nurse, my attention is frequent- 
ly drawn to those children who are 
not receiving the quota of care and 
training necessary for good health 
and longlevity. There are hundreds 
of Mothers who are doing the very 
best for their children but at the same 
time, through lack of knowledge and 
numerous other reasons, conditions 
exist that might be helped consider- 
ably by a few words of advice. May 
inhere draw ib attention to a few 
iti a 
A Few Things To Be Remembered 
1. That the child is beifig trained 
from the moment it is botn, please 
do not start out on a road of ir- 
regularity, in this way you are lay- 
ing up all sorts of troubl efor your- 
self, and ruining your child’s con- 
stitution and perhaps its health. 
2. Regularity is the secret of suc- 


cess in child raising as in all the 
sciences. 

(A). Bath regularly night and 
morning. 

(B). Feed regularly by the clock, 


as per Doctor’s instructions every 3 
or 4 hours. 

(C). Put to bed in a quiet cool 
room, window open, without the light, 
and close the door. 

(D). After the child reaches the 
age of one year and on regularity is 
just as important then as during in- 
fancy. Try to picture that this little 
child is being moulded in so far as 
habits, brain development action, 
speech, and character. The things 
you do enter into his mind and form 
their little reads which actually mean 
habits. Please do not spoil through 
carelessness, ignorance or over 
indulgence, this sacred gift which you 
have been given. 

3. That a baby cries when it has 
indigestion from over feeding or 
improper feeding. When pins are 
pricking it. When it requires atten- 
tion. When it has perhaps been lying 
too long in one position or insuffiient 


feeding. 
I have no sympathy with the 
Mother who boastfully tells that 


“Baby never goes to bed until 11 or 
12 p.m.” or the lady who comes into 
a home and says “She is all tired out, 
“Baby wakes them up every morning 
at 3 o'clock and won’t go to sleep 
until 6 o’clock. There are times when 
a baby will waken during the night 
perhaps he requires attention or a 
drink of water, but that is no reason 
for the fond parents turning on a 
strong light by his bed, talking to 
him and finally taking him into bed 
with them. It is done to-night, to- 
morrow-night the child trys it again 
and thus many well behaved babies 
are spoiled.

THE CHINESE SITUATION 


Shanghai, Sept. 4—The Chekiang 
troops of General Lu Yung-Hsiang 
engaged in defending this city from 
the attack of the Kiangsu troops of 
General Chi Shieh Yuan, are falling 
back on Shanghai today, according to 
reports from the fighting front. 

Shanghai, Sept. 4—The Kiangsu 
troops of General Chi Shieh Yuan 
launched a heavy attack on Hwantu, 
near Shanghai today and were re- 

pulsed, according to a_ statement 
Issued by General Lu, the Chekiang 
}commander. Another attack was de- 
veloping, the statement added.

conducted bombing attacks without 
effect. 
40,000 Troops Engaged 
Shanghai, Sept. 4—(6 p.m.)— 


Though troops estimated to number 
40,000 battled throughout this sun- 
shiny day, competent eye witnesses 
declared tonight that neither side had 
made any material gain in the fight- 
ing. 

The battle front today extended 
from the line of the Shanghai-Nank- 
ing railway to the Yangtse river, 
about 18 miles from Shanghai at its 
nearest point and about 25 miles at 
the most distant. 

Tokio, Sept. 6.—Several Formosans 
of Japanese nationality have been 
killed by Chinese soldiers at Amoy, 
China, according to newspaper dis- 
patches from the Chinese city. It is 
said that the men were killed during 
the disorders in connection with the 
war in China. The Japanese navy 
department has sent four destroyers 
from Pescadores Islands, near For- 
mosa, to Amoy, to protect Japanese 
subjects. 

Pekin, Sept. 8—General Chane 
Tso Lin, war lord and_ military 
dictator of Manchuria, has notified 
the foreign consuls stationed at Muk- 
den, principal city of Manchuria, that 
in view of the approach of rival Wu 
Pei-Fu forces in the vicinity of 
Shanghai Kwan, he will be obliged to 
marshal his forces with Tienence, 
Manchuria, as the assembling point,

today. 

Victoria, Sept. 10.—A special dis- 
patch to the New Republic, Chinese 
daily published here, reports a fire 
burning in Pekin area along a 15- 
mile front. 

Rainstorm Halts Fighting 

Shanghai, Sept. 9.—A terrific rain- 
storm, which continued several hours 
and flooded Shanghai streets to a 
depth of two feet late this afternoon, 
halted fighting between the Chekaing 
and Kiansing armies west and north- 
west of the city. 

Regained Ground 

Shanghai, Sept. 9.—The Chekiang 
forces defending Shanghai against 
the Kiangsu troops have regained all 
the ground they had lost in the 
Lieuho sector, northwest of this city, 
it was announced here late today. 
Heavy rain stopped the fighting this 
evening. 


PREMIER KING COMING WEST 


Ottawa, Sept. 5.—Premier King 
expects to leave for the west, where 
he is to make a series of speeches to- 
ward the end of the month.

“To overcome all obstacles in the 
way of the child’s progress; as 
indicatd by the foregoing discussion 
of the causes of malnutrition, a 
comprehensive prog‘am must be 
adopted that includes all the essen- 
tials of health.” 

Dr. Emerson makes the problem 
quite clear in a little diagram in 
which he places the Child’s Health 
inside four protecting walls, one of 
which is the Home, another the 
School, a third Medical Care, and the 
fourth the Child’s Own Interest. The 
activities of the state department of 
public health, of which Dr. Paul 
Turner is head in Washington; of the 
college and university experts work- 
dng through extension departments 
in direct contact with the homes, 
rural and urban; and the schools, 
where teachers have learned to watch 
the health of the children as closely 
as their mental development, all are 
hopeful signs on the highway to the 
elimination of much of the early 
death, sickness, invalidism, and in- 
capacity that has robbed the nation 
of its full quota of strong, vigorous 
manhood and womanhood. 


SUNDAY SHOOTING IS 
PROHIBITED 


The Game Regulations for this 
season have now been published, and 
Sunday shooting is strictly prohibit- 
ed, also hunting or trapping over 
enclosed lands without first having 
obtained the owner’s permission. The 
open season for ducks and geese is 
September 15th to December 14th; 
Hungarian Partridge, September 15th 
to November 14th; Prairie Chicken, 
Grouse and common partridge the 
month of October; Mountain Sheep 
and Goat. September and October; 
Deer, Moose and Carribou, November 
1st to December 14th. The bag limit 
for this season is as follows: Sheep 
and goat (one male of each), deer 
and moose (1 male of each) caribou 
(one), ducks 30 per day, geese 15 per 
| day, Hungarian partridge (15, per day 
75 season), Prairie chicken (10 per 
day —50 for Season). 

Shooting without a license is pro- 
hibited, and is punishable by law, 
therefore take no chances but secure 
your shooting license from the K. A. 
Y. in Macleod before starting out 
after ducks and partridge.

Aid Sugar Beet Industry 


Having in mind the encouragement 
of the sugar beet industry on the 
irrigated lands of Alberta, particular- 
ly those of the Lethbridge Northern 
district, where it is probable the 
Utah-Idaho Sugar Co. will erect a 
sugar factory nert spring, the prov- 
incial department of agriculture has 
purchased a machine recently manu- 
factured, and designed to reduce to a 
minimum the labor of harvesting of 
the beets. This machine is a combin- 
ed cutter, lifter and loader. One side 
of the machine cuts the tops off the 
beets, and the other side is a funnel 
shaped digger that lifts the beets 
from the ground and there is an at- 
tachment which can be dajusted to 
lift the beets and load them into a 
wagon. The machine is so adjusted 
that in the process of cutting off the 
tops of the beets, the beet itself is

NEW FARM INVENTIONS FOR 
ALBERTA 


Patents on two inventions which 
promise to advance the agricultural 
industry in Alberta a long step for- 
ward, have recently been secured by 
the Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture through the efforts of Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, Minister of Agri 
culture. 

One of these inventions, created by 
three farmers resident in the Sedge- 
wick district, is a new ensilage cutter 
which is designed to eliminate much 
of the labor e¢htailed in harvesting

{s a machine drawn by three horses 
which not only cuts the crop but also 
cuts up the ensilage and dumps it in- 
to a wagon traveling alonside. Those 
who have handled heavy crops of sun- 
flowers will realize what a boom such 
a machine would prove to be. Some 
time ago Mr. Hoadley took the in- 
vention up, and has had a machine 
manufactured for test purposes. He 
has also secured the patent rights on 
it for the three western provinces. 
During the next few week tests of 
the machine are to be carried out at 
Lethbridge, High River, Strathmore, 
Olds, Lacombe and Edmonton.

Farmers 
are urged to attend demonstrations 
of the machine jf possible, It is the 
purpose of the Department, if the 
demonstrations are sativfactory to 
have the machine manufactured and 
made obtainable to the farmers of the 
west at cost. It is believed such a 
machine would be of an immense 
stimulus to the dairy industry, mak- 
ing it much easier to put up a feed 
crop for winter months. 

The other invention with which the 
Department is concerned is that of a 
machine placed on grain separators 
designed to clean wheat of all weed 
seeds without interfering with exist- 
ing weed cleaning apparatus on the 
separator. The experiment with this 
attachment has been in the hands of 
W. H. Stephen, Field Crops Commis- 
sioner, and has been brought to such 
a satisfactory stage that several are 
being manufactured for tests this 
fall. The machine is designed with 
jthe ultimate purpose of freeing the 
province of the weed menace with the 
eventual saving of millions of dollars 
and should also have the effect of 
freeing for use in feeding, the screen- 
ings which can only now be used 
under strictest regulations because of 
their weed dangers. Mr. Hoadley’s 
chief hope in connection with this in- 
vention is that it will make it possible 
| to deal with weed seeds in grain once 


and for all om the very farm on which 
they are produced, so that there will 
be no weed seeds traveling about in 
the grain after it leaves the farm.
